Bloomington, IIll., March 10.—John

and two other men murdered William 
Buckley, in this section, for which 
crime Will Purvis, who now resides in 
Lamar county, Miss., escaped death by 
hanging only ‘because the noose about 
his neck .slipped after the trap had 
been sprung. According to the story, 
Buckley and a brother revealed to the 
authorities information concerning a 
secret band of ‘“whitecappers,”’ who 
operated in this section more than a 
quarter of a century ago, and William 


Buckley, shortly afterwards, was shot 
to death from ambush. This was in 
1892. 

Purvis was convicted of the murder 
after a sensational trial and was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. The execution 
was to be public and hundreds were 
present to witness it. But after the 
trap was sprung, the noose slipped 
and Purvis fell from the scaffold un- 
harmed. Many of the spectators, sup- 
erstitious over the thwarted execu- 
tion, induced the authorities to place 
Purvis in jail and an appeal to the 
governor resulted in commutation of 
his death sentence to life imprison- 
ment. Several years afterwards, Pur- 
vis was pardoned. 

Beard, attaches of the sheriff’s office 
said, first confessed his part in Buck- 
ley'’s murder to members of a religious 
sect which he recently joined in order 
to clear his conscience. Later when 
Beard was convinced he was dying of 
pneumonia, the authorities were noti- 
fied. Beard, it was stated, gave the 


names of two other men who he said 
participated with him in the murder 
and the authorities said they knew 
where to locate them, but declined to 
say whether any action against them 
was contemplated after the long lapse 
of years.

BRITISH ENGAGE

London, March 10.—The British troops 
in Mesopotamia on Thursday were en- 
gaging the Turkish forces which were 
holding the Diala river line, six miles 
below Bagdad, in some strength, it was 
announced officially. 

The British official statement deal- 
ing with operations in Mesopotamia 
reads: 

“General Maude telegraphed that on 
the evening of March 7 our gunboats 
and cavalry had discovered the enemy 
holding the line of the Diala river. On 
the &th our troous were engaged with 
the enemy who held the above line in 
some strength. 

“The position evacuated without re- 
sistance by the enemy at Ctesiphon on 
the 6th had been most carefully pre- 
pared and it is clear that he intended 
to hold it. Its evacuation was prob- 
ably due to the rapidity of our advance 
from Azizie.”

PORTABLE WIRELESS. 
CARRIED BY GERMAN 


Outfit Found on Wex Capable 
of Receiving Messages 
From Berlin. 


New York, March 10.—Instead of 


Max Wex, a German,

pable of receiving messages all the 
way from Berlin. 

This conclusion war's reached after 
government wireless bureau experts 
had examined the black money-making 
box.

I'rank Sternberg, of this city, told 
the police that Wex assured him that 
he had been sent out by the German 
government on a mission to entangle 
the currency in this country so that 
there would be more paper money in 
circulation than there was gold to ‘se- 
cure it. Sternberg said he puta thou- 
sand dollar bill into Wex’s machine and 
received a sealed metal box which he 
was told contained ten bills of the same 
denomination. When he opened the 
box the next day he found nothing but 
tissue paper. 

Government officials asserted the 
machine is one of the most complete 
wireless receiving outfits they have 
seen. Search for the key and trans- 
former is being made. 

The police found the “money-mak- 
ing’ machine in a trunk with a false 
bottom in Wex’s home. It is two and 
a half feet square, covered with black 
enamel, and has 'silver handles, brass 
hinges and clasp. 

Wex told the police the box had 
been made by a sailor on a German 
steamship at Hoboken. He denied it 
was a wireless outfit. The coils, mo- 
tors, dynamos and other apparatus 
were part of a plan, he sald, to “give 
him color’ for a moving picture 
scenario he intended writing. When 
the apparatus was experimented with 
at police headquarters, flashes and 
sparks came from it in genuine wire- 
less fashion, the police declared. 

Wex, had when arrested, the police 
a'ssert, code papers and letters he had 
received through the office of the Ger- 
man consul. <All were in duplicate. 
One paper showed a draft for £12,000 
and another for 2,300 marks on the 
Deutsches Imperial bank, Berlin. 
prisoner explained these by gaying 
they were remittances from wealthy 
relatives in Germany.

German U-Boat Torpedoes 
the Storstad Carrying Sup- 
plies for Belgium—Ameri- 
can Was Saved. 


London, March 10.—0Official informa- 
tion war's received here today that the 
Norwegian steamer Storstad, a HKelgian 
relief ship, which had one American 
citizen on board had been sunk by a 
submarine. 

Twenty-seven members of the crew, 
including the American, have been 
landed. One member died 
and ‘others are missing. It is stated 
officially that the Storstad was flying 
the flag of the American 
for relief in Bélgium and bore the 
markings designated for the relief 
ships. 

The London office of the commission 
states that the Storstad carried 19,- 
000 tons of maize, which was needed 
badly in Belgium.

Florence, 8S. C., March 10.—Eight of- 
ficers of the German steamship Lieben- 
fels, sentenced here today to serve a 
year in the federal penitentiary in At- 
lanta and to pay a fine of $500 each for 
sinking the ship in Charleston harbor 
shortly after the United States broke 
off diplomatic relations with Germany, 
tonight were started for Charleston in 
custody of the United States marshal. 
The men, @ter conviction yesterday, 
were sentenced today by Federal Judge 
Smith and were held by federal deputy 
marshals while efforts were made to 
furnish $6,000 bond for each, that 
amount being set by Judge Smith when 
the defendants gave notice of appeal. 
The bond was not furnished today. It 
was expected that a’rangements for 
the bail would be completed after the 
prisoners reached Charleston. 

Nine officers of the vessel were in- 
dicted but as Captain Klatennhoff was 
ill in Charleston hig case was post- 
poned. Each was charged with con- 
spiracy to sink the Liebenfels and also 
with sinking a vessel in a navigable 
stream. They were acquitted of the 
conspiracy charge. Major J. A. 
Youngberg, a United States engineer 
stationed at Charleston, testified that 
there was possible danger to vessels 
attempting to reach the navy yard be- 
cause of the course they had:to take 
because of the sunken Liebenfels. 
Those convicted are: Johann Lubken, 
first officer: George Sunkel, third offi- 
cer, J. N. Jansen, chief engineer; Hein- 
rich Wattenburg, first assistant engi- 
neer; Johann W. Buse, second assistant 
engineer; Moritz von Thalen, third as- 
sistant engineer; August Neuse, fourth 
assistant engineer, and Wilhelm 
Schwarting, machinist. All are Ger- 
mans except Jansen, who maintains he 
IS a Dane. 

The government charged that the 
men not only opened the Liebenfel’s 
sea cocks, causing her to gradually 
Sink, but that they wrecked the ma- 
chinery and opened the wireless plant 
Officially sealed by United States offi- 
cers after the vessel was tied up here 
when the war began. 


Charleston, S. C., March 10.—The 
eight officers and men of the German 
merchantman Liebenfels, who were 
sentenced in the United States district 
court at Florence, arrived here late to- 
night in the custody of Deputy United 
States Marshal W. Barmore Mays. They 
have not completed arrangements for 
making bond of $6,000 each and are 
prisoners under guard in a local hotel. 
The men did not appear concerned and 
at the station chatted freely among 
themselves. The men 
Will be arranged tomorrow. In this 
event they will be allowed liberty 
pending the result of the appeal to the 
United States circuit court. Several 
friends met them at the station, among 
them. Albert Orth, editor Deutsche 
Zeitung, a local German language 
paper.

Powerful Stations Being Erect- 
ed at Mexico City and 
Other Points. 


Galveston, Texas, March 10.—Amer- 
ican pasengers on the Wolvin line 
steamship Harald, which arrived here 
today from Vera Cruz, declare that a 
powerful radio station is being erected 
On a hill near Mexico City under the 
direction of German engineers. 

These passengers, F. L. Kroutil, of 
Yukon, Okla., and Harry S§. Whitney, 
of Sherborn, Mass., say they have posi- 
tive information that such a station is 
in course of construction and is ex- 
pected to establish direct communica- 
tion with Berlin. 

Mr. Kroutil said the steel work on 
the towers had been completed and it 
was likely the aerials were in place 
by this time. Mr. Whitney said it 
was understood the chief engineer and 
assistant engineer of the German 
steamship Vaderland, interned at New 
York, are directing the work on the 
radio station. 

Passengers on the Harald also said 
that four or five other high power ra- 
dio stations were being erected in 
other sections of Mexico.

that President Wilson's “war policies’ 
would result in the formation of two 
new groups of world powers. 

Dr. Heckscher, for 
was an active director of the Hamburg- 
American line, is prominent in parlia- 
mentary circles and occupies a position 
in the reichstag similar to that occu- 
pied by Senator Stone in the United 
States senate. 

“How would the future political map 
of the world look if the United States 
entered Dr. Heckscher was 
asked. 

“It is my unshaken oonviction,” he 
replied, “that a new constellation of 
nations would automatically result. In 
that eventuality, personal sympathies 
and antipathies would count for noth- 
ing. It is wholly immaterial whether 
we lean toward Japan or Japan to- 
wards us. Japan’s life interests de- 
mand, in spite of all the solemn decla- 
rations of her statesmen, that she 
draw nearer to Germany, for with per- 
manent enmity toward Germany she 
cannot counteract the menace of an 
Anglo-American coalition.

“Looking still further forward, it 
would seem to be plainly indicated that 
with the Dardanelles open, the irree- 
Ooncilable contrast between 
and English interests will stand out 
more boldly than ever before’ because 
of England’s masterly cunning in con- 
vertiig the Mediterranean into an in- 
land* sea, in order that in the future, 
instead of facing the problem of the 
Dardanelles, Russia will find herself 
confronted with the question of Gib- 
raltar.

“Any discussion of developments in 
Washington just now is severely 
handicapped because of our dependency 
on the Reuter and Havas disvatches. 
These dispatches not only frequently 
are two or three days late, but. as we 
have regretfully learned, frequently 
are very cunningly distorted. 

“The excitement in your country 
over Foreign Secretary Zimmermann’s 
instructions to the German minister in 
Mexico is quite tnoomprehensible to us. 
They concerned purely precautionary 
military measures to become effective 
only in case the United States declared 
war on us. They were part of our 
active mobilization plans, in case we 
were attacked by the United States. A 
nation surrounded by world enemies 
cannot be blamed for yiewing the 
latent enmity of Mexico toward the 
United States as a possible active asset 
in case of war. 

“Did not Mr. Wilson at a time when 
the two governments still were for- 
mally on a friendly footing, boldly set 
out to marshal the whole neutral world 
against us? I desire to emphasize, as 
typically German, the fact that Secre- 
tary Zimmermann in his strictly secret

SECRET SERVICE MEN 
ARRIVE IN ATLANTA 


Presence Leads to Reports of 
Plots Here by Spies of 
Foreign Governments. 


Several government secret service 
men were in Atlanta Saturday, and 
their arrival here led to the report of 
plots here by foreign spies. Nothing 
was said about the matter by Captain 
J. M. Wright, who is in charge of the 
secret service in Atlanta. 

It was discovered Saturday that the 
secret service men were investigating 
an explosion of a big furnace at the 
Atlantic Steel plant, which is said to 
have occurred last Wednesday night, 
and this factor was one of those dis- 
cussed by the secret service men. The 
plant does not make war munitions, not 
having done so for over a year, al- 
though it could be easily adapted to 
such work, 

The head of the steel company, T. K. 
Glenn, said that the explosion might 
have been caused from within the fur- 
nace, as such things do occur at times. 
The plant has been carefully guarded 
for many months. No men were injured 
in the explosion, according to Mr. 
Glenn. 


WOODEN SHIPS WANTED 
BY U. S. SHIPPING BOARD 


Washington, March 10.—Steps look- 
ing to the speedy construction of a 
large number. of wooden ships of from 
3,000 to 3,600 tons register, in American 
yards on &he gulf and Atlantic coasts 
to aid American industry in meeting 
the international emergency were taken 
today ‘by the federal shipping board in 
the issuance of a cajl to the chief build- 
ers of such craft for a meeting with 
the board here March 14. 

The board’s program calls for the 
adoption of one or more standard 
sizes, the draining of unskilled labor 
should skilled labor be requisitioned by 
the government—a course thought like- 
ly in case of war—and co-operaton of 
lumber interests and the railroads in 
furnishing and expediting materials. 

After the conference with gulf and 
Atlantic coast builders the board will 
confer with builders on the Pacific 
coast. Should the builders not volun- 
tarily agree upon a uniform progress, 
it was broadly intimated today that 
the government might commandeer the 
yards and take over the work. 

Tentative estimakes before the board 
show that under the program a 3,600- 
ton wooden ship can be built in from 
four to five months and that the yards 
available for this class of work could 
construct up to 1,000 such craft within 
a comparatively short time in case of 
emergency. 

Present plans are to use the vessels 
in trans-Atlantic trade and if necessary 
in coast to coast traffic via the Pan- 
ama canal. It was stated that the 
ships also might be used &o convoy 
foodstuffs to “other nations whose in- 
terests would be in harmony with 
those of the United States in case of 
war” and that the types selected as 
standard would be chosen with a view 
to their availability for use in war as 
well as peace. 


TENNESSEE TROOPS 
GOING TO CHATTANOOGA 


San Antonio, Texas, March 10.—<An- 
nouncement was made at the head- 
quarters here of the southern depart- 
ment of the army that as a result of 
conditions in the vicinity of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., resulting from the recent 
flood in the Tennessee river, B, C and 
D troops of the Tennessee cavalry and 
K company, Third Tennessee infantry, 
will proceed to that city for duty in- 
stead of accompanying the other troops 
of their regiments to mustering-out 
points. B troop of the Tennessee cav- 
alry was ordered to proceed immedi- 
ately from El] Paso. C and D troops 
will entrain March 17. The infantry 
regiment entrained at San Benito March 
7. and K company has been ordered 
diverted to Chattanooga, . 

When no longer needed at Chatta- 
nooga the troops will be mustered out 
there. 


WAYCROSS WILL HAVE 
SCHOOL FOR PREACHERS 


Wavcross, Ga., March 10.— Special.) 
Arrangements have been perfected for 
a school for preachers and other church 
workers, opening March 19 and lasting 
through March 23. It is one of ten 
schools held throughout the state by 
the Baptists. An interesting program, 
with lectures by some of the best- 
known church workers of the state, 
has been arranged. The constituency 
of the school, generally speaking, 
comprises all those who will accept 
the hospitality of Waycross in the sec- 
tion as far west as Dupont, the Florida 
line being the southern boundary, as 
far east as Savannah, and across to 
Hazlehurst.

DEKALB VETS TO GET 
PENSIONS IN APRIL 


Decatur, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)

Last year 
DeKalb was one of the first counties in 
the state to pay their veterans, but this 
vear, according to Judge James R. 
Cleorge’s statement, the veterans of the 
county will be among the last to re- 
ceive their pensions. 

All veterans and the widows of vet- 
erans in the county who are barred 
bv this law from receiving pensions

Miami, Fla., March 10.—(Special.)— 
One of the most distinctive and inter- 
esting features of the tourist season in 
Miami is the Tourist Bible class of the 
Presbyterian Sunday school, which 
meets each Sunday morning under the 
cocoanut palms in Royal Palm park. 
Thousands of people are attracted to 
the meeting every Sunday, where they 
worship under the gloriously blue sky 
of heaven amidst environments of in- 
comparable scenic beauty. 

William Jennings Bryan is the dis- 
tinguished teacher of this Bible Tourist 
class. Whenever he is in the city, 
having a lovely home near the great 
Deering estate, he leads the meeting 
and makes the principal talk. Clifton 
D. Benson is superintendent of the 
Presbyterian Sunday school and Dr. F. 
A. Wildman, the assistant superintend- 
ent. The efficient managing commit- 
tee is composed of E. W. Allen, of 
Fostoria, Ohio, and W. S. Witham, of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Only tourists are supposed to belong 
to this Tourist Bible class, as its name 


indicates, but it is noticeable that hun- 
dreds of Miami Sunday school and 


church workers are regular attendants 
and enthusiastic supporters. 

When Mr. Bryan is not in the city 
the meeting is usually conducted by W. 
S. Witham, of Atlanta, and that hap- 
pened to be the case last Sunday morn- 
ing. 

An Assemblage at Ease. 

With the bandstand as a pulpit, park 
benches as pews, the cerulean southern 
sky as a roof, the beautiful environ- 
ments of the four squares of the park 
as walls, and the grass as a carpet for 
the floor, those who attend these serv- 
ices enter a unique church, indeed, and 
one not made by human HRands, yet the 
audience, through the psychological 
suggestion of the occasion, bears itself 
with quietude and decorum while the 
women chat ‘among themselves and the 
men smoke!

Seek the Shade of the Palms. 

The audience begins to arrive long 
before the hour of the meeting, hav- 
ing two very good reasons for doing so. 
In the first place, it is necessary to 
arrive early to be sure of a seat. The 
Royal Palm park seats more than a 
thousand people, yet is nearly always 
filled. In the second place, the morn- 
ing.sun is warm and those who come 
early get the shady spots beneath the 
palms—that is, the spots are shady 
for awhile. 

By the time the meeting begins the 
park is a sea of somber umbrellas and 
fashionable parasols of brightest hues 
—red, green, yellow, purple, wlue, gold 
and crimson, striped and dotted, in all 
the varied tints of the seven colors 
of the solar spectrum. 

And it was unusually warm Sunday, 
for only a slight breeze was blowing 
in from the Atlantic—a breeze so slight 
it barely fluttered the blue and crim- 
son pennant on the pier of the Bis- 
cayne Bay Yacht club, and scarcely rus- 
tled the pendulous leaves of the palms. 

Arouses Interest at Once, 

“Good morning. How’re you all this 
morning?” was the cordial, jovial 
greeting with which Mr. Witham open- 
ed the meeting.

Per- 
haps it ig just as well to make a 
change. If any one of them stayed too 
long we might have to pay them some- 
thing. Now, what shall we sing first, 
Mrs. France?” 

“Hymn 268,” Mrs. France responded. 

“That’s good, that’s good,’ exclaim- 
ed Mr. Witham. ‘‘Now, let us all sing 
“Come, ‘Thou Fount of Every Bless- 


ing. 

Following the hymn, Judge Perry, of 
Fort Pierce, led in prayer and then 
there was a responsive reading by Mr. 
Allen. 

Mrs. France modestly announced 
that she had a song of her own com- 
position which she wished to sing, but 
knew only one verse. She was urged 
to sing that one verse and did so. This 
is the verse:

Governor Makes Denial. 


_ Governor Ferguson, testifying later 
in his own behalf, denied charges made 
by Mr. Poe that he had attempted to 
prevent the recording of certain mort- 
gage liens held by the Temple bank, 
of which the governor formerly was 
president, and explained his disburse- 
ments for traveling expenses and ex-/ 
penditures for the maintenance of the 
executive mansion. Governor Fergu- 
son will continue hfs testimony when 
the hearing is resumed Monday. 

The governor also denied statements 
made by Poe, who concluded his testi- 
mony early in the afternoon, that he 
had assumed responsibility for notes 
given by John McKay, former secre- 
tary of ‘state, for $9,000: by John H. 
Spires, of Temple, for $8,500, and by 
Will R. Wallace, his brother-in-law, 
for $20,000. He went into detail to 
show that the notes were given by the 
three men and paid by them. 

In the case of the McKay note, the 
governor said that when he “hit the 
road and beat the politicians” in his 
race for governor, he estimated before 
the campaign that he could not afford 
expenses above $25.900. He told this to 
McKay, who was his manager, and to 
whom he delegated all financial affairs. 
When the campaign was over it was 
found that the exvnenses had run $6,000 
or $7.900 above $25,000. 

*T told McKay I had no money,” said 
the governor. “and he gave his note to 
the Temple State bank. 

“Deliberately Untrue.” 


‘Nothing could be more deliberately 
untrue than Poe's statement that I told 
him MecKay’s note was mine,” added the 
witness, 

“McKay paid it off and I paid him.” 

During his testimony Governor Fer- 
guson gave figures to show that his 
properties were sufficientlv valuable to 
more than ‘secure all his obligations. 

Regarding money expended for trav- 
eling exnenses, Governor Ferguson de- 
clared such money was spent for the 
state’s henefit and resulted in the sav- 
ing of huge sums. Through the em-

GUTHRIE’ LAST WORDS 
PLEA FOR PATRIOTISM 


After

Ambassador Died Soon 
Address at Raising 
Stars and Stripes. 


Tokio, March 10.—The last official 
act of George W. Guthrie, the American 
ambassador to Japan, who died sudden- 
ly of apoplexy here Thursday, was the 
delivery of an impassioned and patri- 
otic address at the raising of the Stars 
and Stripes over the new American 
steamship offices at Yokohama. Al- 
luding to the present crisis, Mr. 


Guthrie said: 
“God grant that American love of 


truth, justice, liberty and humanity may 
still be with us to inspire and guide 
us; that this flag and all that it stands 
for—justice and freedom of the seas— 
may be undestroyed, and that we, too, 


if the day ever comes, may be willing 
to sacrifice all and to die, if need be, so 
that the flag may never be impaired.” 

The body of Mr. Guthrie was taken 
from St. Luke’s hospital to the Ameri- 
can embassy today under the escort of 
Japanese cavalrymen. Funeral] services 
probably will be held Sunday. The em- 
peror will be represented by an im- 
perial prince, 

The sudden death of Ambassador 
Guthrie was a shock to Japanese 
statesmen, by whom he was held in 
high esteem. Premier Count Terauchi, 
Foreign Minister Motono and Vice For- 
— Minister Shidehara expressed to 

e 
nobility and character of the late am- 
bassador and his efforts in the pro- 
motion of friendship between Japan 
and the United States, which, they de- 
clared, constantly have become more 
cordial since his residence here. Mem- 
bers of the imperial court, government 
officials and diplomats also expressed 
their sorrow. 

Japanese newspapers print at length 
details of Ambassador Guthrie’s career 
and declare that his death is a great 
loss both to the United States and to 
Japan. 

Japan Expresses Regret. 

Washington, March 10.—A statement 
by the Japanese foreign minister, ex- 
pressing the nation’s regret at the 
death of George W. Guthrie, the Amer- 
ican ambassador at Tokio, was cabled 
to the state department today by the 
American embassy. 

“Mr. Guthrie ha's done an incalcula- 
ble service,” said the foreign minister, 
“in promoting and cementing the 
closer friendship between the United 
States and Japan. His demise at the 
present time is an unmeasurable loss, 
not only to America, but to Japan also. 
With sincere regret I extend my heart- 
felt sympathy and condolence to Amer- 
ica and the American people.” 

The emba'ssy also sent the following 
dispatch regarding the ambassador’s 
death: 

“On Thursday, March 8, at 4 p. m., 
Ambassador Guthrie suffered a stroke 
of apoplexy while at the Tokio Golf 
club. He was brought to St. Luke’s 
hospital at 7:30 and died an hour later. 
Mrs. Guthrie was with him at the end. 
On the following dav the emperor ‘sent 
a chamberlain and the empress sent a 
lady-in-waiting, with messages of con- 
dolence to the embassy and the prince 
and princess, the prime minister, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and high officials 
in all departments have called in per- 
son. 

“The funeral services will be held at 
the American Episcopal cathedral on 
the 18th instant. Full official honors 
will be extended by the imperial gov- 
ernment, their mafesties being repre- 
sented by an imperial prince and prin- 
cess. Pending arrangements for its 
transportation to the United States the 
body will remain at the Yokohama na- 
val hospital. 

‘Tt is the present intention of Mrs. 
Guthrie to return to the United States 
in May.” 


NEWS SENT TO GERMANY 
FROM UNITED STATES 


Washington, March 10.—The oft-re- 
peated complaint of German officials 
that the shaping of Germany’s course 
toward this country has been handi- 
capped by incomplete, or incorrect in- 
formation led to the statement at the 
state department today that delays in 
the American censorship at Sayville 
have been eliminated and that news 
was now going forward by wireless 
direct. 

Ever since the break in relations the 
German officials have complained that 
they did not know what was develop- 
ing in the United States and that they 
were entirely dependent on indirect re- 
ports censored in England. For days 
the German foreign office professed 
to believe that German ships in this 
country had been seized, German sail- 
ors interned, and various other unneu- 
traf acts committed. 

Officials say there will be no basis 
for further complaints, as a special 
effort is being made to expedite wire- 
less dispatches to Germany. More- 
over, the Swiss minister is permitted to 
send a certain amount of news to Ger- 
many. Wile it is not known definite- 
ly if he has sent reports of President 
Wilsn’s decision to arm American mer- 
chantmen, officials say there would ‘be 
no objection to his doing so provided 
he did not send further information as 
to military details. 


HOLLAND IS OPPOSED 
TO ARMING VESSELS 


London, March 10.—According to the 
Dutch naval department, says a Reuter 
dispatch from The Hague, the British 
steamer Princess Melita arrived at the 
Hook of Holland on the evening of 
March 5, but being armed was ordered 
to depart forthwith. She sailed but re- 
turned the next morning and asked 
permission to disembark a sick pas- 
senger and take on sufficient drinking 
water for the passage to England.

SIR SAM BAGKS YANKEES 


Canadian Says Americans Will 
Prove They Have Not 
Degenerated. 


AGAINST THE GERMANS: 


New York, 
that in the event of war between the 
United States and Germany, American 


Canada should have no difficulty in 
obtaining their release to aid in train- 
ing American troops was expressed 
here today by Major General Sir Sam 
Hughes, formerly Canadian minister 
of militia. 

Sir Sam came to New York on Fri- 
day. His mission, according to re- 
ports, was to confer, as a representa- 
tive of the British army, with United 
States army officers. He declined to 
discuss his visit, insisting he came on 
personal business, but admitted he 
had visited Governor’s Island and 


conferred with Major Genera] Leonard 
Wood, commanding the department of 
the east. 

Sir Sam expressed keen interest in 
the state department’s ruling that 
armed American merchantmen may 
fire upon German submarines at sight. 

“If the government has done that, It 
is an act of war,” he said. “But Ger- 
many has already committed acts of 
war on the United States, in many 
‘ways and many times.” i 

“Tf there is war,” he added, “the 
yankees of today will prove they have 
not degenerated from those of years 
ago. I have been acquainted with con- 
ditions in the United States army for 
twenty or thirty years. Your soldiers 
are among the finest to be found any - 
where and the spirit of liberty 15 still 
mighty strong in the United States. 

Sir Sam expressed his opinion that 
German submarines would never get 
near enough to shell the city. 

“But suppose all the German subma- 
rines in the universe did succeed in 
getting into New York harbor; they 
could not do much harm,” he said. A 
few fast yachts would be able to de- 
stroy them all within a week. Last 
fall Germany sent out twenty-one sulb- 
marines within one week, and there 


were only five which were not de- 
}stroyed or captured two weeks later. 


VER 60.000 SOLDIERS 


SUPPORTING VENZELOS 


They Will Be Ready to Fight 
as Soon as the Allies 
Supply Arms. 


New York, March 10.—Former Pre- 
mier Venizelos, of Greece, who is at 
the head of the provisional government 
at Saloniki, has cabled to G. Cafandaris, 
representative in New York of the 
Greek provisional government, the fol- 
lowing statement made March 38 re- 
garding the forces of the Greek na- 
tional movement: 

“At the outset of the national move- 
ment the entente powers were inform- 
ed that the liberals would supply two 


army corps each of three divisions, the 
first to be ready in March and the sec- 
ond in May or June. 

“Of these, the first army corps of 
three divisions is already formed and 
the first division has been for a consid- 
erable tme in the fighting line, and its 
military value has been noted Dy all 
the world. 

“Thus the present force, including 
gendarmerie and depots, is over 60,000 
men and will be finally ready as soon 
as the entente powers are in a position 
to supply the necessary equipment. 

“The organization of the second 
army corps is commencng in the Cy- 
clades Islands and could easily prog- 
ress if the situation in old Greece were 
to ameliorate to such an extent that 
fresh officers would be enabled to 
reach Saloniki. 

“It should be remembered that when 
the arrangement was made with the 
powers of the entente we counted the 
populations of Thessaly, Epirus and the 
Ionian Islands beng able to join our 
movements, but the establishment in 
November of a neutral zone in north 
Thessaly and the undertaking given 
by the entente powers in January to 
allow no fresh territorial adhesions de- 
prived us of the course from which we 
reckoned to draw trained men. 

‘Taking into view the above decided 
facts, it is impossible to consider that 
our movements and accomplishments 
are insignificant or devoid of military 
importance without straining to its ut- 
most truth and justice.” 


DECREASE IS REPORTED 
IN “MOVIE” THEATERS 


New York, March 10.—Statistics com- 
iled by the National Association of the 
Motion Pitcture Industry, submitted to- 
day to the joint legislative committee 
investigating the motion picture busi- 
ness, showed that in a canvass of 
twenty of the largest cities of the 
country, a decrease in the number. of 
theaters was found in thirteen, an in- 
crease in six and no change in one. 

In Chicago, Philadelphia and New 
York it was shown there had been a 
marked decrease in ‘‘movie’’houses, and 
in Chicago, where exact statistics had 
been obtained, it was stated the de- 
crease in seating capacity amounted 
to 29,000. The statistics were rntended 
to prove that while the theaters were 
growing less, the size of those remain- 
ing also was getting smaller.

Fort Valley. 


Fort Valley, Ga., March 10.—(Special.) 
What promises to be probably the mod- 
el peach orchard of Georgia will come 
into bearing for the first time this 
year, the treea reaching the age of three 
years this month. This orchard is lo- 
cated half way between Marshallville 


and Fort Vallev at a flag station on 
the Southwestern railroad known as 


Massee’s lane. 

Six years ago Dr. George H. Slappey, 
of this place, whose “perfect peaches 
properly packed” have reached the 
acme of popularity in the most discrim- 
inating markets of the north and east, 
purchased 250 acres at this point, the 
land being on the same grade level as 


the roadbed, half of the acreage being 
on either side of the railway. He de- 


termined to make of this an ideal or- 
chard as far as possible. To that end 
he made no effort to grow paying 
crops, but for three years planted this 
land to grain, to add humus to the soil 
and to peas to build up its fertility. 

Three years ago, after thoroughly 
breaking the land three times with six- 
horse plows and many harrowings, he 
then checked off the land for the plant- 
ing of the 25,000 trees now in bud. The 
Place for each tree was dynamited and 
Since being planted to remove any 
sourness from the land two heavy ap- 
plications of agricultural lime:-has been 
appliea. “The growth of the trees has 
been remarkable, and now in their first 
bearing period attract the admiring 
gaze of travelers. 

Anticipating a good yield this year, 
Dr. Slappev is now having erected on 
this place a most commodious packing 
house, with a daily capacity of ten 
ears of fruit. There is also in course 
of construction a well-appointed hotel 
with arrangements sufficient to care 
for the packers and others engaged in

Unless there are 
new developments of an unfavorable 
nature, in addition to those which the 
market has already discounted, it is 
believed that there will be great activ- 
ity and strength in many stocks with- 
in the next few weeks. The market 
had reached a point where it could not 
be driven any lower and hence had to 
turn higher sooner or later, and@ the 
bear position has been overdone for 
some time. News is of a favorable na- 
ture, as a whole, with new advances in 
many securities, the inevitable result 
of their dividend prospects, and with 
advancing prices in metals and many 
materials giving hope of larger divi- 
dends for many other stocks. There 
had been expectations that the lack of 
definite moves against Germany might 
be the cause of weakness in some of 
the war issues, but it is known that a 
large amount of government buying 
has been taking place quietly, and 
therefore even if the open declaration 
should never come, there are good 
prospects ahead of most of the war 
stocks. 
Better Support for Rails. 

There has been better support for 
the rails, also, on the prospects that 
traffic will not fall off for a long time, 
if at all, even though the export move- 
ment may be diminished. The expec- 
tation that the labor difficulties in the 
railroad world will be temporarily or 
possibly even permanently smoothed 
out owing to the present international 
complications has been another cause 
for firmness in the rails. The money. 
situation ig one of the few matters 
which are not right for a Dull market 
in stocks, as there is a tendency to- 
wards higher loaning rates, but it is 
believed that there will — still be 
enough to finance a considerable 
amount of buying of securities. Ap- 
parently the short interest does not 
count on any difficulties ahead of those 
who are working for higher prices in 


stocks, for people who had been short 
for weéks covered freely during the 
past week, and several of the more 
prominent bear operators of previous 
weeks now seemed to have turned to 
the other side, for the time at least. 
The fact that the expected large bond 
issue was not ratified by congress be- 
fore it adjourned did not cause any 
tendency towards easier money, as the 
banks are holding their resources in 
a liquid state and are discouraging 
lenders from tieing up too much in 
time loans. Time rates, therefore, 
have advanced somewhat during the 
past week, but call money has contin- 
ued easy as a whole. It is reported 
that the banks of the country have 
made preparations for any sudden 
emergency that may confront them, 
such as the need for a quick govern- 
ment loan, and it is said that they 
have nearly a billion dollars* available 
for immediate use in reserve notes 
ready for immediate distribution. 


Foreign Exchange. 

The only feature of the foreign ex- 
change market was the strength of 
Austrian exchange. For some time 
after the break with Germany, marks 
were strong, o'wing to the withdrawal 
of money from this country by Ger- 
mans. Since the attitude of Austria in 
the matter of submarine warfare be- 
came known, there have been large 
withdrawals of funds to Austria. Rus- 
sian and Italian exchange continues 
weak, but there are signs that the de- 
cline in each have nearly run their 
course. It is believed that the Brit-| 
ish government will be able to 
strengthen the exchange of her allies 
here before long. If it should happen 
that the United States becomes active- 
ly engaged in the war, rather than a 
mere entrant into it by casual process 
as now appears to be the outlook, there 
probably would be arrangemgnts made 
for credits to Italy and tussia, at 
least, which would do much to restore 
their exchange standing here to near- 
er normal. 

The January trade figures indicate 
total imports of about $242,000,000, an 
, increase of $57,000,000 over the corre- 
sponding month of 1916, and total ex- 


a downward sweep in the last hour. 
Closing quotations were unsettled, 
ranging from 1%c net lower to %c ad- 
vance, with May at $1.86% to $1.86% 
and July at $1.56%.

_Assertions that the price which Great 
Britain was offering for the Canadian 
Wiheat yield of 1917 was only $1.30 
a bushel exerted additional bearish in- 
fluence during the late dealing. 

On the other hand, announcement 
that one railroad to the seaboard from 
Chicago had lifted the embargo on 
export shipments of grain helped some- 
what to check selling as the day came 
to an end. 

Corn swayed with wheat, advancing 
early and sagging later. 

On the upturn the market touched a 
new high record price of $1.10% for 
Mav delivery.

The sheriff at Ashburn has written

Nine of these will be 
chosen by the board and nine by the 
alumnae of *Brenau. In keeping with 
many other progressive ideas innitiated 
at Brenau, the enlarged board will have 
at least three women members, and, if 
the alumnae so desire, they may select 
women for all nine places. These 
members will be elected at the com- 
mencement exercises this year. 

The announcement of the gift will be 
a source of gratification to all who are 
interested in educational progress. As 
Brenau, which is widely known both

Gift Is Munificent One. 

From the material viewpoint, the 
gift is a munificent one. The college 
estates comprise a large acreage, there 
are a number of handsome buildings, 
and the property as a whole may be 
conservatively valued at $300,000. 

in releasing his ownership, Dr. Pearce 
receives no pecuniary recompense, de- 
spite the fact that he has devoted 24 
years of his life to the upbuilding. of 
the college, and has given largely of 
his capital and of the school’s profits 
Brenau during the vears of opera- 
tion under his management. 

In diseussing the matter, Dr. Pearce 
said: 

“Il desire to see in the south a col- 
lege for women which will compare 
in resources with similar institutions 
in the north. The south is growing 
rich very rapidly, and our people are 
able to endow such an institution. I 
believe that Brenau has already the 
start—the buildings, grounds, location, 
patronage, alumnae, curriculum, etc, 
mo'st favorable to such a development. 

“The only thing in the way is the 
private ownership. I have never con- 
sidered myself anything other than a 
trustee of the property. Indeed every 
man who holds large property inter- 
ests, in the last analysis, holds as 
trustee of that property for the public 
good. This is especially true of col- 
leges. Hence, what I am doing is mere- 
ly increasing the board of trustees 
from one, myself, to thirty-six. I am 
asking these gentlemen to share with 
me the responsibility of management 
of this property which ha's already been 
dedicated these many years to the 
cause of education. :

History of the School. 

Lucey Cobb institute was organized 
in 1857 by Thomas R. R. Cobb and 
named for a daughter of General Cobb, 
who died about that time. The orig- 
inal stockholders or trustees were Hen- 
ry Hull, Jr. John H. Newton, Henry 
R. J. Long, Stephens Thomas and T. R. 
Rk. Cobb. The institute was chartered 
by the legislature in 1859; an amend- 
ment to the charter in 1872 gave it 
right to confer degrees and grant diplo- 
mas, other amendments from the supe- 
‘rior court later gave it right to borrow 
imoney, issue bonds, etc., but not for 
the purposes of gain. Trustees first 
managed the school and engaged the 
faculty; in 1909 the trustees contracted 
with the present principals to take over 
the school, receive their salaries and 
the expenses from the receipts and put 
all profits into the property. There was 
never a bond issue till 1910, when 310,- 
000 was secured that way to make re- 
pairs and improvements, part of that 
having been paid, the other converted 
into a loan; part of this last debt is 
still of force. 

The trustees must soon make a new 
contract with the present principals, or 
if the trustees of the university so de- 
cide, transfer the property. Their ob- 
ject is to perpetuate the famous old 
girls’ school, which has in éhe past 
been high in its record of service for 
the young women of the south and 
which counts hundreds of the foremost 
women of the state and south among 
its alumnae, and in a broader way. 

No State Support. 

It is, of course, not known what 
action the trustees of the university 
will take when they meet here in June 
next. The petition, if granted, will make 
the transfer possible; it asks in the 
event the university trustees do not de- 
termine to take over the property, for 
power to adopt other plans to perpet- 
uate the institute for the education of 
young women. 

The institute has never had support 
of state or denomination, and has no 
endowment. 

The petition will be heard at the 
April term of Clarke superior court. 
Judge Andrew Cobb, being a member 
of the board of trustees of both the 
Lucy Cobb institute and of the uni- 
versity, is disqualified, and City-Court 
Judge Henry S. West will hear the pe- 
tition. Judge Cobb is not only a rela- 
tive of the founder of the institution, 
a member of both boards concerned, 
and the judge in whose court the peti- 
tion is to be heard, but he has only re- 
cently retired from the firm which is 
counsel for the petitioners. Chancellor 
Barrow is connected with both institu- 
tions, head of the university and mem- 
ber of the Lucy Cobb board.

Soy Bean Meal, 


The meal which is left from the 
crushing and pressing of the soy beans 
for oil is a very valuable nitrogenous 
feed. Quantities of this meal have been 
imported within the poe few years 
from Manchuria into the Pacific coast 
states. The digestible nutrients in the 
soy bean meal are as follows: Protein 
37 per cent, carbohydrates 24 per cent 
and fax 65 per cent, as compared with 
pootein 37 per cent, carbohydrates 22 
per cent and fat 7.5 per cent in cotton 
seed meal. From this it, will be readily 
recognized that this meal could easily 
be substituted for cotton seed meal in 
case the latter becomes too high in 
price. If the acreage of soy beans 
could only be sufficiently increased, the 
production of the beans and the output 
of meal might act as a brake and tend 
to keep down the price of cotton seed 
meal so that it could be used in larger 
measure by the live stock owners for 
the live stock we contemplate having 
in the south from now on. The meal is 
available for the feeding of all kinds 
of animals; so far as is kyown it is 
not as dangerous a feed as is cotton 
— meal for certain classes of ani- 
mals, 


Soy Beans for Green Manure. 


In composition the soy beans are 
somewhat richer in nitrogen than are 
cowpeas and as they usually yield 
more, they are far better for soil im- 
provement than are the cowpeas. The 
value of one ton of the green manure 
has been given as $2.50 and with yields 
of eight to fifteen tons per acre, it 
certainly proves itself a very valuable 
crop for soil improvement; as with most 
of our soil improvers, though, it is ad- 
visable to use them partly as pasture 
crops and partly as s@Qil improvers, 
— than to turn the entire crop un- 

er. 


Varieties. 


The varieties may be classified 
roughly as early, medium and late va- 
rieties, though there is such a varia- 
tion that we might further divide them 
and qualify some as extra early or very 
late. As with the velvet bean, the 
yield of forage and usually of seed vary 
directly as the length of the growing 
seasons, the better yields coming from 
the long season varieties. But even in

among the best of the early varieties. 
These require 80 to 95 days under fa- 
vorable conditions in which to mature. 
Two crops per annum can be grown 
over a large part of the south. ‘These 
varieties can be used as the cowpea is 
used for planting after small grains 
and will mature in time so that another 
small grain crop may succeed them if 
so desired. However, we are not so 
sure but what the cowpea is superior 
to the soy bean for such planting, be- 
cause it 1s a surer crop and fully as 
productive as these short-season va- 
rieties and nearly, if not altogether, as 
drouth-resistant. As the soy bean is 
the more hardy it is better for early 
spring and late summer planting for 
pasture or feed purposes to supply feed 
before and after the cowpeas are avail- 
able. The early varieties all have an 
erect habit of growth, with few or no 
branches leading off from the centra! 
stem on which the seed is borne. 

The medium varieties require 109 
to 140 days for their growth; they ex- 
cel the preceding in yields, but can 
not make two crops per year. There 
are a great number of these, but the 
Haberlandt, Virginia, Peking, Guelph, 
the true Hollybrook, and Medium Yel- 
low are among the best. Most of them 
have the erect habit of growth, but 
usually they are more branched than 
are the early types. The Virginia is 
of a distinct type, having a tall cen- 
tral stem, the upper part. of which is 
weak so that it bends over and often 
touches the ground when the pods 
which it supports begin to fill out and 
get heavy; it is more suitable for use 
as hay or silage than are the other 
types, though the Guelph is well liked 
in some places for silage purposes. 

Of the-late varieties, Mammoth Yel- 
low is perhaps the standard, both for 
seed and feed. It is the chief variet\ 
that is grown for oil purposes. The 
Mammoth Yellow has a certain time 
for maturing and will ripen at this 
time and no earlier nor later no matter 
when the time of seeding: many crops 
}mature in less time from late planting. 
but the difference seems to be’ un- 
usually marked in this variety, so that 
their season can not well be expressed 
in days. The stems of the plants of 
this variety are very large and hard 
if the plant be allowed to fully ma- 
ture—-this is the greatest objection to 
it a's it is usually grown for seed and 
allowed to mature, but the hay re- 
sulting is too coarse and woody to be 
of much value. The beans are large 
and easily threshed. No other variety 
has quite the appearance of this: when 
sown thickly in rows it is almost 
hedge-like. The Tokio is a trifle earlier 
than the preceding and it is more 
like the early and medium varieties in 
appearance, being more bushy than 
hedgre-like. The Barchet its later than 
the Mammoth Yellow and is more 
branching and viney in its habit of 
srowth. being more suitable for hay: 
its seeds are brown and flat, varvinge 
greatly in size. The Otootan varietv 
closely resembles the Barchet in an- 
pearance and habit of growth. but it 
is verv late requiring about 200 davs 
in which to mature and is larger '™ 
size, covering the ground comniletely if 
planted’ in six-foot rows. The seeds 
are black and not suited for oil extrac- 
tion.

EGYPTIAN CORN 

Mr. Alex A. Stanley, of Abbeville, 
Ala., says he has received numerous in- 
quiries in regard to the culture of 
Egyptian wheat and sends the fol- 
lowing: 

_ “Break land flat and lay off rows 2 
feet apart: drop three or four seed 12 
to 15 inches apart in the rows and 
cover shallowly. Cultivate shallowly 
three or four times, using a harrow 
for the first time or two. The wheat 
will make a good crop on land too poor 
to make corn at all and will make in 
wet or dry season. It should be plant- 
‘ed on every southern farm this year. 
especially in the boll weevil sections, as 
it will mature a crop in ninety days 
and will make three or four hundred 
pounds of grain to the acre. It also 
makes a good quantity of splendid 
forage and everything on the farm will! 
relish {t:; mules will eat the last wisp. 
Feed your hens on it and watch the 
egg basket in the winter when eggs 
are high. I made a good crop of it 
last year on land too poor to make 
corn. It will make a good crop after 
oats or wheat and should be planted on 
every farm so as to avoid paying the 
high purchase price for feeds.” 

Addenda. 


We wish to add a little to these in- 
structions given by Mr. Stanley. in way 
of explanation, as to what Egyptian 
corn is, as many of our readers may 
not be familiar with it. It is one of 
the non-saccharine sorghums closely 
related to milo. Kaffir, durra, Jerusa- 
lem corn, shallu (chicken corn) and 
kowllang; these are known as grain- 
sorghums, as they are grown primarily 
for grain, Kaffir being the only one 
that is used much for forage. Most of 
these bear their seed tn a rather close 
compact seedhead (the shallu is more 
open); on some the heads are erect and 
others pendant or gooseneck. They 
vary also in branching and stooling 
habits, in size and color of the seed or 
grain, in diameter and height of stalk, 
in width and length of leaves and in 
productivity. Though first introduced

into the southwest, they ~ have been 
found to be better adapted to the semi- 
arid regions of the middle west, where 
the annual rainfall is 20 inches or less 
and there is 12 inches or less during the 
growing season, where corn 18 a failure 
or at least uncertain. 

In Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, 
Kansas and Cotorado especially are the 
grain-sorghums occupying extensive 
areas. Milo, Kaffir, and a lately-intro- 
duced variety oalled Feterita are the 
three principal ones now grown. The 
durra is a stooling variety, maturing 
late, but yielding well; the Egyptian 
corn is an earlier, less productive and 
non-stooling type that is perhaps bet- 
ter adapted to thin Jands,

Turkey Raising. 


By A. F. Ralf, of the Live Stock Ex- 
tension Service, Baton Rouge, La. 
The six standard varieties of turkeys 

nxre Bronze, Narragansett, White Hol- 

land, Black, Slate, Bourbon Red. 

Of these, only four varieties are 
found to any great extent in Louisiana, 
and these, in the order of their ap- 
parent popularity, are the Bronze, 
Bourbon Red, Black and White Hol- 
land. 

Many of the failures in turkey rais- 
ing can be traced directly to improp- 
er breeding stock. Regardless of the 
variety selected, careful attention 
cise of mind as well as muscle, for no 
one who failed to use his “grey mat- 
ter” ever made a success of standard 
bred poultry. The chicken hobby will 
pay its own expenses, and more often 
than not, a handsome profit besides, 

Why I Breed Orpingtons. 

For the city fancier especially as 
well as the farmer there is not better 
breed than Orpingtons. They are tame 
and easily kept within bounds. Chicks 
are hardy and quick growers. Pul- 
lets are extra good winter layers; noth- 


ling will stop them after being well 
started. Do not, however, make the 
mistake of May or June hatching, but 
get your chicks out in late March and 
early April, thus giving your pullets 
etgylc 4 of time to mature and you may 

e sure if you will do this to get a 
plentiful supply of eggs in November 
and December when prices are highest. 
Cockerels make the best of market 
fowl, . being sweet and juicy meated 
and rivaling a turkey in size and they 
also make the very bést of capons. 

The hens are very good setters and 
mothers and I have no trouble in get- 
ting them to mother incubator chicks, 
which is a decided advantage in getting 
out early chicks. They are not per- 
sistent setters, however, being easily 
broken up and soon go back to laying. 

In standard weight they are the 
largest clean-legged fow] and they oft- 
en exceed standard weight, cockerels 
often weighing 9% to 10 pounds, which 
makes them especially valuable from a 
utility standpoint. As I do not trapnest 
should be given to the selection of 
breeders. 

Breed only from strong, healthy, vig- 
orous birds which are not less than one 
year old. The small individuals, so oft- 
en found, should never be used. The 
abnormally large specimens are not to 
j be desired. 
portioned birds, of medium size.

the weaknesses accompanying inbreed- 
ing. Provide one male for each six or 
eight females. Larger matings are oc- 
casionally satisfactory, but greater 
safety is found in the smaller matings. 

Do not let the breeding turkeys get 
too fat. Give them as much range as 
possible, and make them hustle for the 
major portion of their diet. Feed only 
enough grain to make up for any defi- 
ciency on the range and to keep the 
birds in fair flésh. 

Under no conditions should the tur- 
keys 
which is being used for chickens. 

Incubation. 

The best results in rearing turkeys 
are obtained by the natural methods 
of incubation, using the turkey hens, 
although chicken hens or incubators 
can be used. The latter method is 
rarely satisfactory, under farm condi- 
tions, owing to the great difficulty 
in handling the young poults in brood- 
ers. If broody hens, or capons, are 
available to take the young poults 
when hatched this method may be con- 
sidered. 

Lice are the source of great trouble 
to young pouts. When using either 
turkey hens or chicken hens for in- 
cubation purposes great care must be 
taken to free jhem from all insect 
parasites. Dust the hens well with a 
zo00d louse powder before placing them 
on the eggs, then repeat the dusting 
at intervals of from five to seven days 
throughout the incubation period. The 
young poults must be watched closely 
for the first few weeks to guard 
against the lice. 

et the nest be made directly upon 
te ground, if possible, but provide a 
shelter which will protect the hen 
from storms. 

It takes about twenty-eight days to 
hatch turkey eggs. 
perfectly fresh will 
sooner than those which have been 
kept for some time. This variation in 
freshness may be responsible for as 
much as twenty-four hours’ variation 
in the length of the incubation period. 

Give the hen only as many ogee as 
she can properly cover. If a heft i 
noticed with more than she can cover 
fully, then remove the surplus. Other- 
wise all of the eggs may be ruined. 
The surplus may be given to another 
hen, and when the poults are hatched 
they may be placed in one flook. 

Be sure that a plentiful supply of 
food and water is placed where it will 
be convenient to the hen. Feed only 
on whole, dry grains during this 


period. 
Rearing the Poults. 

Keep the young poults out of the 
wet grass. With this exception give 
them as much range as they desire. 

Feed only on dry feeds—small grains 
or ground grains. A little meat may 
be fed to advantage if they do not 
have free access to @ supply of bugs 
and insects, but a very small quan- 
tity is sufficient. Sour milk is very 
beneficial and they may be given all 
they will consume. 

Watch for lice. Keep them off the 
poults at any cost. 

Those turkeys which are to be mar- 
keted should not be allowed to lose 
flesh at any time, but should be kept 
growing constantly. As soon as. food 
begins to get scarce on the range the 
supply of grain should be increased. 

It is not necessary to confine the 
turkeys to put them into good mar- 
ket condition. Feed liberally on corn 
and any other grain available twice 
each day, morning and night. Then 
for a third feed in the middle of the 
day and after the birds have become 
accustomed to the rain diet feed a 
mash composed corn meal and 
ground oats mixeq with either water 
or milk, preferably the latter. A little 
wheat bran or.a small amount of cot- 
ton seed meal may be added to this 
mixture. This method of feeding may 
be used for two or three weeks prior 
to the time of marketing. 

Be sure that the turkeys have a good 
supply of hard, sharp grit; coarse sand 
or gravel will do. he grain diet re- 
quires much more grit than does the 
natural diet of,small seeds and in- 
sects obtained on the range. 


Early Chickens; Fall Laying. 


Barly hatching is the secret of win- 
ter egg production, say specialists in 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. The pullet that is hatched 
early matures early and is ready to lay 
eggs in the fall when the supply is 
scarcest and prices tg, ye Chickens 
that are expected to be revenue pro- 
ducers for their owners later in the 
year should be out of their shell by 
April 80 at the latest. If they are prop- 
erly cared for thereafter they will be- 
gin to lay eggs at the very time that 
eggs are most wanted. 

o a great extent the poultrymen of 
the country have overlooked this simple 
fact. For one thing, birds hatched 
later in the spring or summer are not 
inclined to become broody until late the 
following season and thus an unprofit- 
able circle is formed.

for their offspring to do any better. 
The poultryman who wishes t0 get 
really good returns from his flock must 
break this circle. 

The growing use of incubators has 
made this comparatively easier. There 
is no reason why incubators should not 
be filled in March and early April and 
the hatching over before May 1. If no 
incubator is available it may be possi- 
ble to secure broody hens in the neigh- 
borhood. That they will repay the trou- 
ble and expense necessary to obtain 
them, is indicated by results at the 
cereenent poultry farm in Maryland. 

here it is not unusual to get a daily 
average of one egg for every five hens 
throughout the fall and winter, and 
in some pens the average has been as 
ibeen as high as one egg for three birds. 
If anything like this percentage could 
be obtained on farms, the ordinary poul- 
try farmer would derive real benefit 
from the high prices which eggs in- 
variably bring for a period of several 
months.

CENTRAL PACIFG HELD 
BY SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


Government Loses Suit to 
Force Southern to. Sell Its 
Control. 


St. Louis, March 10.—The litigation 
instituted by the government to dis- 
solve the so-called Harriman railway 
System, partially successful when the 
supreme court reversed a decision of 
— district court for Minnesota and 
ordered the Union Pacific to divest it- 
self on the Southern Pacific, took a 
new angle today when the federal court 
for the district of Utah denied a peti- 
tion of the government to separate the 
Central Pacific from the Southern Pa- 
cific. The principal Central Pacific 
lime is that part of the Southern Pa- 
cific between Oakland and Ogden. 

he decision was filed today at Salt 
Lake City. The arguments in the case 
were heard before Circuit Judges San- 
born, of St. Paul; Hook, of Leaven- 
worth, and Carland, of Washington, ip 
St. Louis more than a year ago, these 
judges sitting as the district court for 
Utah. 

After the decision was filed at Salt 
Lake City, a copy was given out here 
at the office of Judge Sanborn. Judge 
Sanborn concurred with Judge Hook, 
who prepared the opinion, and Judge 
Carland wrote a dissenting opinion, 
: copy of which was not available 
ere. 


Two Pqinis Stand Out. 

Two points stand out in the ma- 
jority opinion. First, it its doubtful, 
says the opinion, whether the Sherman 
anti-trust law can reach proprietary 
relations formed prior tuo the passage 
of the law. The opinion points out the 
long record of the Central Pacific lines 
being operated as a part of the South- 
ern Pacific system and continues: 

“If the anti-trust act be construed 
to reach proprietary relations, as dis- 
tinguished from those of a mere con- 
tinuous operating character formed 
long prior to its possaes whereby di- 
vergent and tangental lines of road to 
widely separated gateways or points 
in the currents of traffic movement 
are held in a single ownership or con-. 
trol, its enforcement would have such 
a destructive effect’ upon established 
accepted railroad systems of the coun- 
try that their inclusion within the in- 
tent of congress may well be doubted,” 

The second point given prominence in 
the decision is that the operatron of 
the Central Pacific as a part of the 
Southern Pacific system has not been 
shown to have had an injurious effect 
on shippers. 

The opinion states that under the 
control of the Central Pacific by the 
Southern Pacific the “government and 
the people were being served ade- 
quately.” 

California Railway Laws. 

During the arguments, the govern- 
ment called attention to the railway 
laws of California, which it was al- 
leged were violated by the merger. 
On this point the court held that the 
anti-trust law does not “pick up the 
laws of states for original enforcement, 
but deals with actual conditions affect- 
ing interstate commerce whether they 
are affected by those laws or not.” 

Whether the government will appeal 

to the supreme court was not an- 
| nounced. 
,;. The suit was brought in February, 
1914, the government alleging that the 
operation of the two roads under the 
same management resulted in a viola- 
tion of the Sherman law, and of what 
is known as the Pacific railroad law 
passed by congress in 1862, designed to 
provide continuous connected lines from 
the Missouri river to the Pacific coast 
with equal advantage to all other 
roads.

charine varieties are as good as 
sweet sorghum for the southeast; 
fact that they have moved on to 
west and are now but little grown in 
the east is rather good evidence that 
our farmers have found nothing superior 
in them. The Kaffir especially is like- 
ly to be badly injured by smut, while 
all of them are attacked by the sorg- 
hum midge, which eats the flower parts 
and prevents the formation of seed. 
Sparrows and other birds are so fond” 
of the grain that it is impossible to 
raise any near towns or dwellings and 
unless far removed from such places, 
a small acreage would have very little 
chance against the birds, but of course 
in a large acreage, the depredations of 
the birds would be less apparent and 
there *would be some left for the 
grower. 

In fedeing value these are but slight- 
ly inferior to corn; according to fFre- 
liable tests made in the west it takes 
probably 105 to 110 pounds of milo 
to make the same gain as will be made 
by 100 pounds of corn under the same 
conditions and this proportion will 
‘likely hold true with the others. Where 
‘not attacked by pests the yields. are 
| generally good, raging from twenty to 
| sixty bushels per acre and are likely to 
be higher than with corn on the same 
grade of land. If we have any special 
need for them, though in the southeast, 
it would be fog chicken feed, as Mr. 
Stanley has mentioned, as these can be 
fed whole whereas corn must be 
cracked, if it is to be used for thig 
purpose.

“Austria-Hungary is a fact and a ne- 
cessity for Europe, and those now 
fighting for it will continue to demon- 
strate this in the future. Some of the 
races who have been charged with be- 
ing ignorant enough to entertain the 
wish to pass under the Russian knout 
have proved to be the best defenders 
of Austro-Hungarian integrity. It is 
true that in times of peace we had 
quarrels, but these were differences 
arising from politics, of the same na- 
ture as occur in other countries under 
the auspices of some political party. 
These happen also in Austria-Hungary 
occasionally between the racial groups 
and they amount merely to political 
words. From such occurrences the 
world in general has gained the mis- 
taken idea that we are ready to part 
from one another. There could be no 
greater fallacy.” 

Defends Submarine Warfare. 

The conversation then drifted to sub- 
marine warfare. : 

“The case reduces itself to this,’”’ said 
the field marshal. “Supposing you 
were alone in a deep forest, with five 
ruffians approaching who had previ- 
ously announced their intention of kill- 
ing you. What would you do? 
vourself, of course, and in defending 
vourself you would be justified in using 
whatever means was at hand. This is 


man. So, why deny it to the central 
powers, who are nothing but an aggre- 
gration of men? 

“The submarine is a perfectly legiti- 
mate means of our struggle for ex- 
istence, and had we taken to it before, 
the war now would be ended. We did 
not want to use it before giving our 


enemies a chance to come to their 
senses. This chance they rejected dis- 
dainfully. They can blame nobody but 
themselves.” 

Discussing the manner in which the 
central powers’ troops had operated 
everywhere together, without hitch or 
friction, the field marshal said: 

“A great deal of nonsense has been 
spread about that. The fact is the 
central powers’ armies are one body 
under administrations which are in 
consistent understanding (einverneh- 
men) so far as the constituent parts 
are concerned, That is to say, there 
are Austro-Hungarian troops under 
German officers and command, and 
German troops under Austro-Hungari- 
an officers and command. This is true 
of all the fronts. The northern com- 
munication means are such that Aus- 
tro-Hungarian and German and all the 
general staffs are constantly in touch 
with one another, although occasion- 
ally it is necessary that the chiefs 
meet in order to talk over plans or 
discuss conditions which are to govern 
our plans. For all other phases of 
military work the telegraph and cour- 
ier service suffice.” 

Field Marshal Conrad left the im- 
pression that this system had given 
most satisfactory results and that much 
of the success achieved was due to it. 
The correspondent remarked that he 


had first seen the field marshal in the 


Galician campaign in the fall of 1914. 
Since then the chief of staff had wit- 
nessed many militarv and political de- 
velonments, which the late political de- 
velonments with reference to Galicia 
brought back in all vividness, it 
seemed. 
“There Is Poor Rumania.” 

“There is poor Rumania,” said the 
field marshal. ‘“The Rumanians would 


not take advice down there and have 
paid dearly for it.

“The position of the Rumanians was 
excellent throughout the war, until they 
decided to attack, her statesmen also 
thinki adn were on the verge of col- 
pee hey have learned since then 
what other peoples should not avoid 
learning, namely, that to attack the 
central powers is no easy matter. 

“The last one of our soldiers has be- 
gun to feel that he can have peace 
only by resisting to the utmost those 
who would divide his patrimony, his 
fatherland, among themselves. The 
spirit of our troops remains tbe best; 
they are seasoned soldiers now and 
adore their emperor, whose sane, 'sym- 
pathetic nature endears him to all.” 

Field Marshal Conrad then recited a 
few instances in which the emperor, 
then the crown prince, had endured the 
greatest hardships in order to carry out 
his mission as the personal represen- 
tative of the late Emperor Franci's Jo- 
seph. Intimate military questions he 
did not care to discuss. ‘Please do not 
ask me,” he said smilingly. ‘You see, 
I am a soldier and, as such, in a very 
narrow coat,” pointing to his army 
blouse. “Such things I leave to poli- 
ticlans, who have more freedom of. ex- 
pression. My business is to make war, 
not to talk of it.’’ 

He mentioned that Emperor Charles 
took the keenest interest in all the 
operations and that he left general 
headquarters only when pressing state 
bussiness called him. 

The fleld marshal ended the inter- 
view by saying that he had never been 
in the United States, owing to the fact 
that since 1871 he had been a soldier, 
whose leave of absence had never been 
longer than four weeks annually. 
Pleading unfamiliarity with American 
conditions, he refrained from discuss- 
ing the situation due to the rupture of 
diplomatic relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany.

Merchant Marine Gain. 


Washington, March 10.—The Amer- 
ican merchant marine has made a net 
gain of 313,814 gross tons through reg- 
istry changes since the European war 
began, the navigation bureau announc- 
ed today. Actually, however, a greater 
number of vessels left the American 
flag than came under it, but those 
taking American registry in most in- 
stances were ships of large tonnage. 


GERMANY'S PLOT ORDER 
REACHED MEXICO CITY 


But It Is Alleged Von Eck- 
hardt Did Not Put Proposal 
Before Carranza. 


Mexico City, March 10.—Henry P. 
Fletcher, the American ambassador, 
during his recent trip with de facto 
officials, has had opportunity to dis- 
cuss matters not only with them, but 
also with General Carranza. The am- 
bassador, it is understood, is satisfied 
that the de facto government’s policy 
of neutrality will remain unchanged. 


His impressions, it is said, have been | 


forwarded to Washington. 

Mexico’s policy, it is believed here, 
will not be altered, no matter what 
position the United States 
forced to take, as the Carranza gov- 
ernment still adheres to its announce- 
ment of neutrality made at the time 
diplomatic relations between Germany 
and the United States were severed. 

It appears to be understood clearly 
here that while Foreign Minister Zim- 
mermann’s instructions were received 
by German Minister von Eckhardt, the 
latter made on effort to approach the 
Carranza government with the pro- 
posal. The government here takes the 
position that it is without responsi- 
bility for any intrigue the object of 
which was to involve Mexico and of 
which it had no knowledge. The pro- 
posal of Foreign Minister Zimmermann 
is not taken seriously here. Reports 
that many.German citizens are coming 
to Mexico have been received here, but 
hardly any have come to Mexico City.

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MUSIC IN 
THE HOTELS. 


What looks like a good sign, point- 
ing to the growing appreciation of real 
music, and its growing recognition as 
a strong factor in establishing an at- 
mosphere of elegance, is the wide- 
spread movement among the best class 
of hotels everywhere to provide such 
music for the pleasure of the guests. 

Naturally the management of any ho- 
tel is going to try to provide that class 
of diversion which he finds most con- 
genial to the greatest number of his 
patrons. ? 

And so, when we observe that hotel 
orchestras everywhere, once a week 
at least, and in most cases once a 
day, give a program of the best qual- 
ity of operatic and concert selections in 
their power to give, it looks hopeful. 

In the last few days sample pro- 
grams have been received from Atlanta 
people at the resorts which have em- 
phasized these reflections. 

One is from Hotel Traynmore, Atlantic 
City, and embodies the program for the 
daily morning musicals, which began 
Monday with the Egmont overture of 
Beethoven (a few excellent analytical 
notes are appended), and range from 
a quintet of Mozart to Victor Her- 
bert’s “Serenade.” Five solo artists 
are a part of the regular personnel of 
this orchestra, which is near enough to 
New York to take particular advan- 
tage of the fact that the metropolis is 
more than full of good musicians, forc- 


—" 
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ed, on account of the great influx of 
foreign artists who have had to seek 
a livelihood in America, to take more 
modest positions than their abilities 
would ordinarily permit. 

From the _ Belleview, at Belleair 
Heights, Florida, is a program of simb- 
lar excellent character, and Grove 
Park inn, Asheville, N. C., “goes them 
one better’ in the announcement that 
through March and April the hotel will 
provide a series of recitals by cele- 
brated artists every Sunday night, 
— to be free to the guests of the 
nn. 

It is equally significant, too, that the 
more substantial the element of people 
assembled at resort hotels, the larger 
and more attentive are the audiences 
for the hotel concerts. And if any lis- 
tener makes the mistake of treating 
the music as the kind of accompani- 
ment to conversation that the regular 
“ragtime” orchestra provides, this dis- 
turber is very promptly visited, not 
only with the dagger glances of the 
guests who would listen, but with a 
polite note from the hotel manage- 


ment. 
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MUSIC AT 
PRINCETON. 

Henry C. Frick has endowed the mu- 
sic school at Princeton, which is to 
have as one of its leading features the 
promotion of the love of music among 
the students. 

Alexander Russell, the new director, 
believes that a broad interest may be 
aroused among the student body in a 
course which would teach the appreci- 
ation of what is good in music; in 
other words, a cultural, rather than a 
purely practical, course. 

Very sensibiy Mr. Russell says:

he himself ha'’s said that he follows the 
path Massenet pointed out in “Manon.” 
It must be said that some of these 
come back so often that they seem too 
often repeated. The orchestration is 
strikingly good: it is transparent, rich 
and discreet, often finely colored. 

In this English performance, truth 
compels the statement, very little of 
the text could be understood. How far 
this was due to the musical treatment, 
especially in the orchestra, and how 
far to the singers’ diction need not 
now be considered. 

Opera Lecture Recitals.

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Vocational Guidance Bureau 


Expected to Do Great Work 


The establishment of the bureau of 
educational research and _ vocational 
training in the department of public 
education, the news of.which was pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Constitution, at- 


tracts attention to the far-sightedness

and public-spiritedness of an individual 
citizen, when Cator Woolford offered 
to finance the new institution for two 
years at a cost of $6,000 a year. 

Mr. Woolford is distinguished as 
one of the efficiency experts in the 
country, who has established in his 
own buBiness’ certain departments 
which, while they benefit his employees 
primarily and give them opportunities 
for personal, betterment, at the same 
time accrue directly to the success of 
the business, and he would give to 
other employees the’ opportunity to 
benefit by his experiment in making 
possible the bureau of educational re- 
search. In hi’'s close observation of simi- 
lar institutions in various parts of 
the country, he has found that while 
the bureaus for employment are direct- 
ly helpful to young people in secur- 
ing positions, they are not far-reach- 
ing in their influences without the 
department of vocational guidance. 
This is found a remedy for inefficiency 
in the case of the boy or girl having 
to leave school to earn wage before 
their school course is completed. 

But the question which seemed to 
directly confront Mr. Woolford in his 
investigations in Atlanta, were the 
number of young people who have the 
advantage of so-called complete school 
courses, but who still are lacking in 
the initiative qualifications to fill th 
positions they apply for and shoul 
be able to fill. 

This part of the problem he present- 
ed to Major Guinn, president of the 
board of education, who, for years, has 
worked for a system of vocational 
training in connection with the public 
school system, but found his efforts 
always discouraged for lack of funds. 

After frequent conferences then be- 
tween Major Guinn, the educational 
and business man, and Mr. Woolford, 
the efficiency expert and business man, 
the plan of the bureau of educational 
research and vocational training has 
been worked out, and now stands as an 
established factor for the making of 
more efficient business men and citi- 
zens, with the first application of these 
qualities, while the boy is still in the 
school room. 

The bureau of educational research 
and vocational training is under the 
direction of a committee of the board 
of education, and is entirely financed 
iby Mr. Woolford. 

One of the first activities of the bu- 
reau will be the inittation of a prac- 
tical plan of home gardening and ele- 
mentary agriculture, to be established 
by government expert. No better ex- 
ample of vocational training ape 4

than the department of domestic, 
science, which is so well directing the 
young women of the institution in the 
first requisite training all women 
should have in the care, direction and 
perfection of the home.

b. Moultrie, and immediately conveyed 
this offer to the farmer by telephone 
and within just a few hours the deal 
had been consummated and a repre- 
sentative of the Atlanta commission 
house had ‘been dispatched to Moultrie 
for the purpose of accepting the po- 
tatoes. 
Though the department is just being 
organized, many other deals are already 
near the ‘point of completion, which 
demonstrates the fact that the newly 
established market bureau is to be of 
incalculable benefit in shortening the 
heretofore chasm which existed be- 
tween the producer and consumer.

The 
French are loyal to the French to the last 
peg, and always were. But in America the 
time was when our patrons of classical 
music would not accord even a tolerant 
hearing to an artist without his or her hav- 
ing first passed through the crucible of 
European conservatories and criticism, and 
come to our shores and our boards with the 
foreign atmosphere, foreign “culture,” for- 
eign accent and even a foreign name! 

However, as said before, we're fast get- 
ting away from that, and becoming more 
and more appreciative of our own home 
products, our own home talent; and we and 
our stage are better for it. 

After all, we are coming to realize “it’s 
not your nationality, but what you can do 
that counts!” And a mere name cuts mighty 
little figure. 


PROSPERITY AND BARLEYCORN 


Some time ago the Associated Charities 
board of Pittsburg concluded an inveztiga. 
tion into the relations between high wages, 
intemperance and poverty. Its conclusions 
were that the last year’s prosperity among 
the wage-earners in the steel works, due to 
the war, caused more of them, than during 
any previous year, to drink and abandon 
their families. Thus is presented the para- 
dox that prosperity produces want, domestic 
infelicity and divorce. 

Subsequently, the court of domestic rela- 
tions of Chicago published a compilation of 
records intended to show that ‘95 per cent 
of separations between husband and wife 
are due to drink;” and the Chicago report, 
antithetical to that from Pittsburg, declares 
that ‘“‘husbands are driven to drink by scold- 
ing wives, low wages and unsatisfactory em- 
ployment.”’ 

So, according to Chicago's experience, 
poor pay and uncongenial work make hus- 
bands drink; husbands’ drinking makes 
wives scold: wives’ scolding makes hus- 
bands drink more, and so on to infinity; like 
the old story abvut the farmer that bought 
more land to grow more corn to buy more 
land to grow more corn to buy more land 
and so on and on. 

And, if we are to believe one of these 
authorities, it is only fair to give equal cre- 
dence to the other; in which event we must 
conclude that too much prosperity in Pitts- 
burg produces precisely the same ultimate 
result as too little of it does in Chicago. 

Too bad it is that authorities cannot 
agree. Their diametrically opposite con- 
clusions only muddy the water and their dis- 
agreement is creative of suspicion that per- 
haps neither investigation thedium has got 
down to the nub of this moot important 
problem: The relations between drink, di- 
vorce and prosperity.

The Hampton Roads Conference 


Editor Constitution: I take it that we all 


want the truth, and nothing but the truth, in 


all matters of national history. In a late ar- 


ticle that I wrote for your paper I reviewed 
the statements of Hon. Julian 8S. Carr, pub- 
lished only a few weeks ago, on the subject 
of Hampton Roads conference, in which he 


vigorously attacks the statements of Hon. 
Henry Watterson, of Kentucky. Mr. Watter- 
son declares he had his statements by ‘word 
of mouth” from Hon. A. H. Stephens himself. 
Dr. Massey, of Georgia, and Mr. Stephens’ 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Greer, with other Georgians, 
have testified along the same lines with Mr. 
Watterson. All of these gentlemen have 
made sworn statements corroborating the 
declarations of Mr. Stephens. Quite a num- 
ber of other persons have given sworn state- 
ments, according to the late John H. Reagan, 
of Texas, where they say Mr. Stephens de- 
nied making the statements in regard to Mr. 
Lincoln’s private interview on the “River 
Queen,’ steamboat anchored in Hampton 
Roads. 
The “Union” and Payment for Slaves. 


I own a volume of Pollard’s “Lost Cause.” 
It was published in Richmond, Va., shortly 
after the collapse of the Southern Confeder- 
acy. It professes to be an accurate state- 
ment of conditions prevailing in the capital 
of the confederacy, also a detailed account 
of the movement of the northern and south- 
ern armies... Boag ary - = 

In this ‘Lest Cause,” which ] bought for 
$5 when I had to teach school“to earn the 
money—and when I lived mostly on sorghum 
and cornbread, when food prices were soar- 
ing to famine figures—so anxious was I for 
the truth in these matters, I find that Pol- 
lard says: President Davis selected Vice 
President Stephens as chairman of the dele- 
gation commissioned to attend the meeting 
in Hampton Roads, and directed Mr. Ste- 
phens to select the other two commissioners, 
namely, Senator Hunter and Supreme Court 
Justice Campbell, both of whom were active 
participants in Confederate States matters. 
Pollard says, “Davis burdened him (Stephens) 
with no detail of instructions. He said: 
‘T give you carte blanche, only writing one 
word on it—Independence.’”’ 

Pollard Was Not Friendly to Davis. 

Senator R. U. T. Hunter and _ Justice 
Campbell, the former from Virginia and the 
latter from Alabama, were selected by some- 
body—either Davis or Stephens. President 
Lincoln selected W. H. Seward, his secretary 
of state, as his representative. 

Lincoln’s Appearance. 


No mention was made (so far as I can 
find) of Mr. Lincoln's intention to attend this 
conference, but when the trio of confederate 
officials reached the deck of the “River 
Queen” the president of the United States 
was there and waiting. Allow me to stop 
here one moment to ask you if this appear- 
ance of President Lincoln was not super- 
extraordinary? He knew, just as General 
Grant knew, that the confederacy was tot- 
tering to its fall. Less than eight weeks aft- 
erward came the surrender at Appomattox. 

I affirm that we have been obtuse—I will 
not use the more emphatic word—in failing 
to do credit to Mr. Lincoln’s evident anxiety 
to stop the bloody carnage then going on be- 
tween contending armies. Nothing that can 
ever be said against him will obscure the 
fact that the chief executive of the victorious 
people of the north did voluntarily leave the 
white house, and he did go in person to meet 
Mr. Stephens and confer with him on these 
existing and blood-curdling conditions! 

Hon. Henry Watterson affirms, in various 
editorials printed in The Louisville Courier- 
Journal, that Mr. Stephens told him that 
President Lincoln turned away sorrowfully 
when he was assured that the conference 
was a failure, saying, “Then, Stephens, mv 
hands are clean of every drop of blood 
spilled from this time onward.” 

Colonel Watterson is alive—still in the 
flesh. There is a living witness that I can 
present, who lived in Crawfordville tempo- 
rarily, who was familiar with many state- 
ments made by the vice president of the con- 
federacy after that conference at Hampton 
Roads, and of the street talk concerning Lin- 
coln’s allusion to paying four hundred mil- 
lions to satisfy the claims arising from the 
value of slave property. 

But to return to Pollard’s “Lost Cause,” 
in which he says: “Messrs. Hunter and 
Campbell made speeches in Richmond. It 
was an extraordinary day (in the city). Vast 
huddled around the stands of the 
speakers and lined the streets. It appeared 
indeed as if the blood of the people had 
again been kindled. But the inspiration end-

| ed with the voices and ceremonies that in- 


voked it. A few days before, after the re- 
turn of the commissioners, President Davis 
addressed a vast crowd in the African 
church. He was attended to the’ stand by the 
of Virginia. On this occasion he 
was boastful almost to the point of gro- 
tesqueness. He affirmed the military condi- 
tion of the confederacy was all he could de- 
sire; that the federal authorities (Lincoln 
and Seward) who had so complacently con- | 


ferred with confederate commissioners little 

knew they were talking to their masters.”’ 
Pollard says of Mr. Stephens that “he 

pleaded ill health and escaped to Georgia.” 


Conference Held February 3. 


The conference was held on February 3, 
1865. Before the 20th of February Mr. 
Stephens was conferring with his friend and 
biographer, R. U. Johnston, in Crawfordville, 
Ga. He told Mr. Johnston that he (Stephens) 
had pleaded with President Davis to go in 
person to Hampton Roads—when it was first 
named to him by Davis. “Davis was much 
opposed to that.” Mr. Stephens named Judge 
Campbell, Thomas M. Flournoy and General 
Benning as suitable men to go. “The next 
day the president sent for me” (said Ste- 
phens) “and said the cabinet had agreed upon 
Campbell, Hunter and myself. I was very 
reluctant to go, because I felt that the presi- 
dent did not fully sympathize with the ob- 
jects of the meeting; concluded to go, because 
of a slight hope of doing some good. Lincoln 
and Seward would not agree to any terms of 
truce that did not recognize the return of 
the southern states to the union. I urged an 
anmisticé, so that the states could adjust 
themselves as suited their interests, Dut ac- 
cording to the principle of states’ rights and 
state sovereignty they could not be com- 
pelled to do so.” Mr. Stephens was here 
asked if Lincoln told the anecdote about the 
turkey and the buzzard. “No, but something 
was said about the way Charles the First 
treated with men he called ‘rebels,’ and Lin- 
coln said, ‘We must talk with Seward about 
that. All I remember about Charles was that 
he lost his head.’ Mr. Lincoln, in deference 
to Mr. Stephens’ appeal, liberated Lieutenant 
Stephens, his nephew, then a prisoner on 
Johnson's island.” 

I wish vou, Mr. Editor, would tell your 
readers of what you heard Mr. Stephens say 
of the interview between himself and Mr. 
Lincoln—on the “River Queen.” I had the 
story from another person, who also heard it, 
in another place, and I placed it in my 
“Memoirs of Georgia Politics’’—regarding 
the joke about the ‘“Nubbin and the Shuck.” 
I have been informed that he talked freely 
in your father’s house about the Hampton 
Roads conference, and Mr. Watterson in- 
cludes your father’s name among those who 
have given assurances as to what was really 
said on the subject at that time. 


As 1 began this article by saying we only 
want the truth and the whole truth, and so 
many of that era are rapidly passing away 
who can testify, I think it is our bounden 
duty to place facts where coming’ genera- 
tions can see and understand the truth per- 
taining to the Hampton Roads conference. 


For some unexplained reason no steno- 
graphic notes or any other synopsis of that 
conference was taken on the “River Queen,” 
This is hard to understand or explain. Do 
you know anything of a letter written by Mr. 
Lincoln to Mr. Blair, in June, 1864, which in- 
duced Blair to visit Richmond under a flag 
of truce, and where he (Blair) had an inter- 
view with President Davis?

STATEMENT FROM 
EDITOR OF CONSTITUTION. 

With reference to the above and replying 
to Mrs. chess request for a statement from 
the editor of The Constitution as to what Mr. 
Stephens said of the Hampton Roads confer- 
ence at a dinner given in his honor by the 
late Evan YP. Howell, a full statement con- 
cerning the matter was written by Captain 
Howell to Colonel Henry Watterson some 
fifteen years ago. 

The present editor of The Constitution, 
then a student at the state university, was in 
Atlanta at the time his father, Captain How- 
ell, entertained Alexander H. Stephens short- 
ly after he was elected governor. Among 
those present were United States Senator Jo- 
seph E. Brown, Henry W. Grady, and some 
twelve or fifteen other prominent citizens. 

During the course of the dinner the 
Hampton Roads conference was referred to 
and Mr. Stephens gave an interesting account 
of some of the features of that historic con- 
ference in the cabin of the “River Queen.” 

He explained that the cordial personal re- 
lations that existed between Lincoln and 
himself grew out of their congressional as- 
sociation. With reference to the “shuck and 
nubbin” incident, Stephens told of the fact 
that in taking the rive? trip he had wrapped 
himself with more than ordinary care, as the 
weather was exceedingly inclement, and be- 
ing of very frail build it was his custom to 
guard himself against all exposure.

and shook his hand, standing by while an 
attendant proceeded to unfold the wrappings 
that covered his slender form.

The Study of Drama---W hy? 


If “experience is the best teacher,” then to the study of drama as educa- 
tion’s potent ally, let us, with the rest of the present-day world, accord first 
place, for drama is the best medium of vicarious experience. 

The psychological basis of education is that ‘“‘sense organs are simply 
the stimuli to motor responses and that it is only through these motor 
responses that growth of knowledge comes.” Genuine interest is the only 
means by which knowledge can be with certainty acquired, and genuine 
interest is only the personal identification with the result to be achieved. 

Every year schools and colleges become more seriously interested in the 
study of drama as an art and a form of national culture expressive, like 
architecture and music, of the better soul of the people; and they are con- 
stantly adding to their pedagogic force, for the deeper study of pageantry, 
of the art of the spoken word, of dramatic literature and technique in play- 
writing. Every intelligent supervisor ot education urges upon the tencners 
of primary and grammar grades, “Dramatize,” and “yet again, dramatize! 

Recognizing that it is our use of our leisure time that makes or mars 
us, and that the drama as a social force possesses inestimable power for 
good or evil, there has come out of the middle west one of the greatest 
movements of modern times, “The Drama League of America.” Started by 
women—a mere handful—but proven of such unquestioned worth to the 
culture of today, which becomes the Civilization of tomorrow, as to now 
count among its stanch adherents thousands of thinking men as well. The 
national league now numbers approximately 25,000 members and was the 
incentive for a similar embryonic organization in England last year at the 
close of the Shakespeare memorial exercises in Stratford. : 

“What have you done? What do you propose to do. What's it all about, 
anyway?” Second question answered first. 

“The purpose of the league is to create a permanent taste for good 
drama, to crowd out vicious plays by attending and commending good plays, 
and building up audiences for them through study classes, reading circles 
and lectures.” There is no community too small nor too isolated to be in 
touch with this world of vicarious experience. The Drama League maintains 
a bureau of information which merits its name and stands ready to send 
you any suggestion for the organization of a circle (less than 100 members) 
or a center—a larger membership. Or, better still, will arrange to have the 
state organizer, Miss Carolyn Cobb, for Georgia, pay you a Visit and start 
you off. For the annual dues, $1 active, or $5 for supporting membership 
in the national as well as the local body you are entitled to.

educators. librarians to what do they attribute the eightfold increase in the 
study of the drama and the growing discrimination of audiences. 

The universal celebration of the tercentenary of Shakespeare, “one of 
the most significant events in the world of art,"’ was the original idea of 
the Drama League of America. It was the Drama League of America that 
compiled lists of every kind, assembled material, maintained a bureau of in- 
formation, brought from England Cecil Sharpe, the authority on folklore 
songs and old dances, as adviser, and collected the information which made 
the celebration possible. 

Another product of the league's work: The Drama Quarterly, main- 
tained on a high plane and printing in every issue a play of merit never be 
fore translated. 

As to organizing audiences for the best plays, the Birmingham, Ala., 
center, numbering nearly 1,100 members, “has hearty expression from the 
local theater manager of the active and effective work done by them.”

1917. 

The governor's proclamation starts 
the campaign, and one month is all too 
short a time in which to perfect plans 
and programs.

There's plen- 
ty of work for everybody; go to it and 
make your homes and towns beautiful, 
clean and sanitary.

HOW TO 
TRY IT ON. 

The hats, many of them, in shape 
are being influenced by the war spirit, 
and the jauntiest and most trying of 
hats are those borrowing their lines 
from the chapeau of Francois, a hero 
of Verdun. Tommy Atkins, or even the 
young Russian distinguished for brav- 
ery with unpronouncable name. I 
would not say that the average woman 
could not wear these trying chapeaux, 
because they are trying; but I do say 
women should be very careful and 
study themselves well in them before 
they buy them. They should be studied 
upon madame as she stands and as she 
sits, for in selecting a hat the tout en- 
semble should he considered. Seated 
sometimes a woman can wear a certain 
hat, but when she stands she finds the 
hat is unbecoming. 

It is a great mistake to try on hats 
if one is fatigued; indeed, it is posi- 
tively discouraging, and I attribute the 
difficulty some women have in getting 
becoming hats is that they go about it 
hurriedly and when they are unpre- 
pared for it. First of all, the hair 
should be arranged as a woman always 
wears it—not some fixed fashion for the 
occasion—and there must be borne in 
mind first and foremost the occasion 
upon which the hat is to be worn, and 
the gown for which it is intended. 

It should be put on carefully and pin- 
ned on, just as it will be always worn, 
then studied with the hand mirror from 
every angle before finally purchased.

In the 
first place, if the hat arrives in the 
evening a woman has on some kind of 
house gown, and when she tries the hat 
on she is disappointed because it does 
not seem to look as well as it did when 
she tried it on in the shop. Again, a 
woman should never try on a hat when 
it arrives if she is tired, if her hair is 
not properly arranged, or if she is not 
in a gpood humor. It will prove fatal 
to the hat, and it is returned nine cases 
out of ten, she further advised.

The Domestic Science Wave 
And Its Influences. 


It is a hopeful sign of the times, that 
recently there has been among women 
of all elements an interest in cooking. 


-Let us hope it is not just a fad of the 


moment, but a response to a long-made 
call that women return to a more nor- 
mal view of life and their responsi- 
bility in the more vikal parts of it. 

The mayor of the city of Atlanta and 
the councilmen are extravagant in their 
praises of the meal cooked for them 
and served to them by the members of 
the domestic science classes of the 
Girls’ High school, and the young wom- 
en of Atlanta recently out of school are 
planning under the auspices of the 
junior league regular classes in domes- 
tic science. The Agnes Scott college 
has long since included domestic 
science as one of the most important 
branches of the college curriculum, and 
not long ago, when Mrs. Spencer At- 
kinson, president of the City Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, investigated the 
question of the high cost of living, she 
advised the women of the organizations 
under her to “watch the kitchen.” 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black is carrying 
the message of household economics 
and domestic science to all the agricul- 
«ural rallies to which she goes and 
where the women assemble from town 
and country, and there have been two 
women who recently volunteered to go 
to Tate, Ga., and there under the wing 
of the Tate Mountain School Settlement 
work teach the women of the moun- 
tains how to cook during the summer 
months. 

PUBLIC HEALTH 
INVOLVED. 

Public health emissaries and women 
who visit among the industrial people 
who have scant wage, all agree in their 
summing up of investigations, that 
many homes branded with the word 
poverty have enough people earning 
wage in the group to feed and nourish 
them and keep them going, if they 
knew how to live. This knowing how 
to live means how to keep the home 
clean, how to buy the right kind of 
food and how to cook it, and herein 
comes the subject of the woman's part. 

So far in the general scheme of 
civilization no matter the processes and 
changes that have come and are coming, 
the woman is still the individual] in 
the home, who is supposed to keep it 
clean and to do the cooking. We will 
not stop to argue here whether she 
should or should not, the general sup- 
position is that the man, if there is one 
in the house, earns the wage, and the 
woman looks after the living—the buy- 
ing and the cooking If she does not 


know how to cook, she directly fails 


in her part—her obligation in the home. 
She depends upon what she can buy in 
the commissary or nearest corner gro- 
cery and she does not know how to 
make the simplest soup or to make a 
cup of coffee. In too many cases ashe 
would rather go and earn a nominal 
wage in an industrial institution than 
to stay at home and do her part of the 
home work. [In the end her working 
has no economic bearing, because what 
she makes goes to the corner grocery, 
and she does not know how to prepare 
the unoooked food she buys. 

And the status of the problem does 
not change, even in the case of the 
home into which more wage comes if 
it is mismanaged. There has been a 
false ideal prevailing for too long that 
a woman in some way compromised her 
dignity when she personally took care 
of the affaing of her household and 
knew how to actually prepare food. 
She has shunned the idea of knowing 
how to do it. As long as there is a 
prosperous wave and nothing unfore- 
seen happens, a family may rack along, 
half way living and still existing, but 
when the cry of the high cost of liv- 
ing presents itself, and threatens a per- 
manency of such a condition, it is a 
matter that concerns the home, and 
very vitally the woman, who is still the 
one looked to to look after the home. 
Now, the man has attended to his part 
of the business when he manages to 
make enough to warrant the purchase 
of the foods, but it is right up to the 
woman to make the best of the prepa- 
ration of those foods. 

How can she do it if she knows 
nothing about the value of foods, their 
purchase and finally their decent prep- 
aration? 

Now, experience is a very hard teach- 
er, and it is especially hard on a man 
supporting a family if he has to pay for 
foods and then suffer from the effects 
of the woman he has chosen for life who 
is getting her experience, and has had 
no training whatever in the things ev- 
ery woman should know. 

The incident of the servant question 
as it now presents not only in the 
south, but in every part of the country, 
is one which makes more complex the 
question of the high cost of living and 
more obligatory the training of every 
woman in knowledge of the household 
and the art of the kitchen. 

The findings of the state boards of 
health in many quarters have been that 
in too many communities where stom- 
ach troubles exist and certain condi- 
tions of anemia prevail, that the matter 
of proper nourishment is at the base 
of the cause, and the ignorance of wom- 
en as cooks is directly evident, 

THE PLEASURE 
OF COOKING. 

The pleasure of cooking should be 
more directly presented to women in 
schools, in fairs, and in those institu- 
tions the purpose of which are to im- 
prove the status of women. 

l¢ is interesting to note that the wom- 
an’s department of the Southeastern

A suit should not be de- 
clared initially without both the ace and 
king unlessit more than makes up for 
the deficiency by high-card strength 
in some other suit or suits. Even then, 
the hand must have one of the major 
honors with one additional honor in the 
suit named, and the side strength must 
include one sure, quick trick. 

The m4 age of the above princi-

It happened that the McCormick 
family had come into high favor at 
the Russian capital. One of its mem- 
bers had represented the United 
States as ambassador to the Czar 
and had made many friends at court, 
including the Czar himself. 

Consequently it followed that the 
entire Russian court became inter- 
ested in the case.. J. Medill McCor- 
mick of Chicago, a cousin of the 
countess, went to Petrograd and pro- 
cured the favorable intervention of 
the officials. 

There is some difference of opin- 
ion as to the part the Czar played 
in the strange case. It is certain 
that Baron Budberg, chief of the pe- 
titions department at the royal court, 
went in person to Vienna with an 
order to the count to turn the child 
over to her mother. 

Current report said that the Czar 
in person made the order. The count 
always contended that the baron act- 
ed in the name of the Czar without 
authority. However that may be, 
the count feared to disobey the com- 
mand that came in the name of the 
White Father and‘he complied withit.

Weeping Trees

Nic of the most startling reve- 

lations of recent vears is that 

Adam and Eve were black. 
Strange as it may seem, it is never- 
theless true, according to the results 
of scientific investigations, and it be- 
comes the only possible conclusion 
when all the facts are examined. 

In the past decade much study has 
been devoted to those distant peri- 
Ods of antiquity when the human 
race was young, and startling deduc- 
tions have been the result. The com- 
mon conception of our first parents 
have never been very clear and was 
not founded on any reasonable basis. 
Unconsciously each race. pictured 
our first parents as possessing its 
own characteristics of appearance 
and temperament. Until now noone 
had ever stopped to think the mat- 
ter out. p 

Whatever attitude we take, we ar- 
rive at the same conclusion, namely, 
that in reality Adam and Eve were 
negroes, or at least possessed of 


very black skins. Philosophically we 
had accepted our first parents as 
composites of all races, but our real 
mental images of them were much 
like ourselves. 

Some years ago an African chief, 
while visiting in England, was asked 
how he became black, when all men 
were descended from Adam, who 
was a white man. He replied quick- 
ly: “How do you know that Adam 
was white? We think that Adam 
was black.’’ And recent study tends 
to prove that this barbarian chief 
from the jungle was right and that 
civilized Europeans were wrong in 


their conception of the common par 


ent.

It is only in the present age of 
investigation and impartial research 
that we come to the astounding con- 
viction that our commonest concep-

tion was wrong, and that we had 
made the same errors in our thought 
in this age that occurred among an- 
cient peoples, supposedly less 
learned than we, 5000 years ago. 

It is common knowledge that away 
back in the past ages—scientists 
vary widely in their estimates—a 
great part of the earth’s surface en- 
joyed a warm temperature. Proofs 
of this abound among biological dis- 
coveries, the most striking of which 
was made in Siberia. This region, 
which is terrible for its cold and has 
been so since history began, was 
once warm and pleasant. In the 
everlasting ice of its northern ex- 
tremity have been found the bodies 
of mammoths, elephants and other 
beasts of tropical climates complete- 
ly preserved by the intense cold. 

If, then, the distant plains-~.of Si- 


beria were warm, surely the tropical 
belt in those days was much broader 
than at present. This being true, the 
Mediterranean regions, where it is 
supposed man first ap- 
peared, had a very hot 
climate. In fact, the 
heat there was prob- 
ably as intense then 
as it is now anywhere 
in the world. 

It is at once evident 
that any creature na- 
tive to a climate is 
equipped to suit its 
environment and pro- 
tected against its ex- 
tremes. Accordingly, 
when man appeared, 
it seems to be beyond 
doubt that he had a 
dark skin, as only the 
negro can live com- 
fortably in the torrid 
climates. The black- 
ness of the negro’s 
skin, his thick skull 
and peculiar constitu- 
tion are all adapted 
especially *o intense 
heat. And no human 
being not so endowed 
could thrive in the torrid belt. 

We are told that our first parents 
suffered none of the ills which af- 
flict us today. We can, therefore, 
conclude—in fact, we cannot av6oid 
the deduction—that Adam and Eve 
were immune from the maladies that 
beset white people in the tropics. 
This can mean but one thing, and 
that is that the first man and wom- 
an were dark skinned. 

If further proof as to the climate 
is needed, it can be found in the de- 
scription of the Garden of Eden and 
its inhabitants. In all accounts 
wherever found, it is described as a 
place of tropical luxuriance, where 
all the sweetest fruits and flowers 
grew and where all the beasts now 
known only in Central Africa and 
like regions lived. And as we are 
told that there were no seasons

perate. And thus when the race of 
man spread beyond the hot belt and 
dwelt in lands of more temperate 
climate. great changes took place in 
his appearance. 

Those families or tribes which 
moved farther and farther from the 
heat became adjusted tp the changed 
environment. No longer was a black 
skin necessary for protection against 
a baking sun. And we know that the 
human body retains no useless as- 
pects, so that the skin of each gen- 
eration became lighter and lighter 
and other bodily changes took place 
for the same reason. In view of the 
vast difference in vitality between 
the whites and blacks today—the 
white man is far the more robust— 
many scientists assert that the vi- 
tality formerly consumed in building 
a thick skull and supplying the pig- 
ment for a black skin, ete., has been 
stored up fn the brain and nervous — 
system of the white man, rendering 
him valuable assistance in the strug- 
gles of life. 

To some idealists this discovery of 
Adam’s color may come as a decided 
shock and may seem a disillusion- 


when the Garden of Eden was not 
bright and blooming, it is beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that, wherever it 
was Situated geographically, at least 
it was in a torrid climate. 

Since we know that Adam and 
cve subsisted entirely on fruit the 
year round, we must conclude that 
in no other climate could this have 
been possible. In Genesis the Gar- 
den of Eden is thus described, and 
it serves further to prove that tropi- 
cal vegetation was prominent in its 
adornment: “And out of the ground 
made the Lord God to grow every 
tree that is pleasant to the sight and 
good for food.” 


Climate and Characteristics. 


While all of this evidence seems 
to indicate beyond doubt that Adam 
and Eve were dark skinned, the ques- 
tion has been asked: “Then how did 
some of their descendants become 
white?” Scientists are able to ex- 
plain this in a very logical and con- 
vincing manner. We are reminded 
that in his most primitive state man 
could not live anywhere else than in 
the tropics, which also constitutes 
additional proof of the climate of the 
Garden of Eden and the color of its 
inmates, 

So we can be sure that until man 
learned a good deal in the way of 
helping himself, he lived in the tor- 
rid climate, where conditions were 
favorable. During this time his skin 
was black because of both descent 
and environment. Later as he be- 
came more skilled in inventing tools 
and shelters for himself, in provid- 
ing food in times of scarcity and 
grew less dependent upon the tropi- 
cal fruits for ‘subsistence, it was no 
longer a necessity for him to remain 
where he was unless he chose. 

About this time the evidence 
shows that the great. climatic 
changes were taking place and many 
regions of the north which were for- 
merly warm becoming cold or tem- 


ment of a destructive nature, but 
they should console themselves by 
the scientific knowledge of the 
causes and subsequent development. 
It is gratifying to know that those 
tribes who left the sluggish life in 
the land of plenty and went forth to 
battle against the elements have 
been blessed with all that nature 
could give of beauty and strength 
and progress, material and spiritual. 


A Sentimental Shock. 


It is also interesting to note that 
even those who accept evolution ad- 
mit that the first man was probably 
a negro. They claim that man, be 
ing descended from the monkey 
through countless ages of develop- 
ment, was probably covered with 
hair still when he assumed the pro- 
portions now know as human. Many 
persons have boldly said that Adam 
and Eve probably sported in the 
trees with their cousins, the apes, 
and swung from the boughs by their 
tails a8 merrily as they. This, how- 
ever, can neither be proved nor dis- 
proved, since there is no evidence of 
any kind available, either scientific 
or documentary. 

It is rather startling to think how, 
for:thousands of years, we have al 
lowed ourselves to be deceived npon 
this point. For centuries poets have 
sung the beauties of the first man 
and woman, picturing them like he 
roic statues of living marble. Milton 
describes Eve as “snowylimbed” 
and of rare grace and beauty. He 
mentions “the flowing gold of her 
loosed tresses,” and conceives her to 
be anything but a negress. It 
pointed out that in reality he de. 
scribed the ideal Englishwoman of 
his own thoughts. Painters have 
hkewise erred, depicting Adam as a 
stalwart European of some more or 
less distinct type. Always our first 
parents have been given rosy .com- 
plexions impossible save in cold e}f- 
mates, and drawn in various attt- 
tudes revelling in the luxuriance of 
tropical fruits and flowers.

When one becomes absorbed in an 
art, and bends most of his efforts to- 
ward the perfecting of his talents in 
line with that art. there is a certain in- 
effable and indescribable joy in seeing 
the products of his handiwork express 
his mental conceptions, and life has a 
fuller meaning for the devotee. Such 
a one must enjoy the highest tvpe of 
happiness, in that this form of happi- 
ness comes from within his being, and 
tends to crowd out conflicting ele- 
ments.

Carroll Smith, a Decatur High school 
boy, who lives at 121 Sycamore street, 
has become enamored with. building 
bird houses, distinctly artistic, and 
suggestive of invisible conceptions and 
pictures showing birds of nature’s own 
sweetness flitting about these houses, 
and filling the air with gentle sounds 
So Carroll. when his school hours are 


over, delights in going into his shop 
and laboring on these pleasing produc- 
tions. 

“Father wanted me make him 
some for the place and this is how I 
came to atart building the houses,” 
aaid he. “But I have not stopped with 
that. I have made quite a number since 
then.” - 

Carroll said that it took him about 
two hours to make one of the less pre- 
tentious houses, but that he had spent 
as long as two days on one of the more 
artistic and better-made ones. He sells 
them from $1 each up, and always, in 
selling them, tells his patrons of how 
much of an added attraction the pres- 
ence of birds about the home can be. 

The houses vary in size and manner 
of construction, but their builder usu- 
ally uses white pine for the material. 
After they have been completed they 
are ready to be tacked up on the side 
of some high tree, or placed on some 
corner of a building or garden fence. 

And the feature is the proved fact 
that birds are singularly attracted to 
the house, and do make an addition to 
the joys of the home. 

A typical letter written by Carroll to 
a prospective patron is as follows: 

“Have you ever considered the value 
and added attraction that songbirds 
bring to any place which they fre- 
quent? 

“No doubt you have, Dut have you 
taken any adequate steps to insure 
their continued presence around your 
home? ) 

“Many of our feathered neighbors are 
very sociable, and prefer to build their 
nests near the habitations of men. But 
suitable places for nests are not al- 
ways found in the vicinity of houses— 
they are usually found in the most out- 
of-the-way places. Therefore, it is 
necessary to provide bird houses in the 
localities in which you wish them to 
nest.
